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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Penryn  during  1958. 

The  year  was  a  healthy  one.  Apart  from  38  cases  of 
measles  there  was  no  epidemic  disease.  The  vital  statistics 
are  not  as  good  as  they  might  be.  The  stillbirth  rate  was 
very  high  for  the  second  year  in  succession  and  the  infant 
mortality  rate  which  has  been  higher  than  the  national 
average  over  the  past  six  years  was  this  year  nearly  twice 
the  national  rate. 

The  feature  of  the  year,  so  far  as  I  was  concerned, 
was  the  vaccination  of  large  numbers  of  children,  and  others 
against  poliomyelitis.  The  net  result  of  our  work  is  that 
over  75$  of  the  children  under  15  years  in  Penryn  have  been 
protected  against  the  disease  by  at  least  two  doses  of 
vaccine.  This  has  entailed  an  enormous  amount  of  work  on 
the  part  of  the  local  general  medical  practitioners  as  well 
as  my  own  staff  but  I  think  that  all  concerned  will  agree  it 
was  well  worth  doing.  A  great  deal  more  requires  to  be  done 
and  a  lot  of  other  things  which  have  had  to  be  neglected 
require  catching  up,  diphtheria  immunisation  especially. 

I  am  glad  once  more  to  have  this  opportunity  of 
recording  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support 
throughout  the  year.  Mr.  Blackmore,  who  was  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  during  most  of  1958  has  gone  to  another 
post  in  which  I  am  sure  all  will  wish  him  well.

2  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  hirth  injuries.  The  third  died  after 
an  operation  for  an  abdominal  accident.  These  3  deaths  plus  the  very 
high  stillbirth  rate  have  raised  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  to  3 
times  the  national  average.  I  have  frequently  pointed  out  that  fluct¬ 
uations  are  very  likely  to  occur  in  the  statistics  of  small  communities 
but  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  Penryn 
has  been  higher  than  average,  sometimes  much  higher,  throughout  the  past 
six  years. 

of  the  4  deaths  in  the  5-45  year  groups  2  were  due  to  motor  accidents 
and  2  to  cancer,  one  of  these  at  the  early  age  of  18  years. 

In  the  45  -  64  year  group  there  were  12  deaths,  5  from  cancer,  6  cardiac 

disease  and  1  cerebro  vascular  condition.

Other  than  38  mild  oases  of  measles  there  was  no  epidemic  disease  in 
the  horough.  Over  the  past  few  years  the  incidence  of  infectious 
jaundice  in  schools  has  been  rather  troublesome.  The  school  which 
was  previously  the  worst  affected  remained  clear  during  1958  and 
this  is  attributed  by  the  headmaster  to  the  adoption  of  the  use  of 
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paper  towels  and  the  installation  of  a  drinking  fountain  in  the 
playground.  In  the  infants  school,  which  has  so  many  defects  (all 
reported  on  in  detail)  that  I  consider  it  should  not  be  used  as  a 
school,  there  were  17  cases  during  the  year  while  there  were  six 
at  the  Penryn  County  Secondary  school  and  2  at  the  County  Primary 
school.
